Austin-Nuffield  Merger 

Although  the  daily  Press  “splashed”  the  Austin-Nuflaeld 
merger  when  it  was  announced  on  Friday  of  last  week, 
no  one  in  the  motor  industry  was  exactly  astonished. 
Even  if  it  was  not  expected  just  now,  motor  trade  minds  have 
been  conditioned  into  thinking  of  it  as  more  than  a  possibility. 

What  is  the  “man-in-the-motor-trade’s”  principal  reaction 
to  this  proposed  fusion  of^the  two  biggest  stars  in  the  motor 
industry  firmament?  One  of  pleasure?  We  think  not.  In¬ 
difference?  Certainly  not!)  Sadness?  In  a  very  large  number 
of  cases,  yes.  And  that  feeling  of  sadness  we  have  heard 
expressed  by  two  entirely  different  kinds  of  men,  for  entirely 
different  reasons. 

The  romanticist,  the  man  with  a  sentimental  regard  and 
affection  for  the  industry  to  which  he  is  proud  to  belong,  is 
concerned  mainly  with  the  preservation  of  tradition.  He  has 
a  dislike  of  major  changes.  Because  of  this  man’s  love  of 
honourable  old  names  he  was  glad  when  the  Nuffield  Organisa¬ 
tion  took  over  Wolseley  and  Riley.  Absorption  was  preferable 
to  the  loss  of  two  famous  makes  by  death.  But  over  this 
latest  merger  he  is  not  so  happy.  He  is  fearful  that  there 
may  be  a  loss  of  personality  in  “bigness.” 

And  then  there  is  the  man  who  regards  all  combines, 
whether  of  manufacturers  or  of  traders,  with  apprehension. 
He  is  the  individualist,  the  man  of  independence  who  sees  in 
all  mergers  the  inevitable  threat  to  the  smaller  concern — the 
elimination  of  healthy  competition,  and,  in  the  case  of  manu¬ 
facturer  mergers,  increased  power  reducing  the  bargaining 
abilities  of  the  retail  side.  He  also  rightly  fears  any  paving 
of  the  way  for  nationalisation. 

Howeve;:,  both  Austin  and  Nuffield  stand  too  high  in  the 
industry’s  affections  for  them  not  to  get  from  everybody  the 
sincerest  good  wishes  on  their  forthcoming  marriage.  And 
if  the  results  of  the  union  are  better  and  cheaper 
cars  to  enable  Great  Britain  to  regain  her 
economic  health,  the  most  wistful  member 
of  the  Industry  will  no  doubt  agree  that 
the  development  was  justified.

tractors  and  farm  machinery. 

The  possibilities  open  to  the  garage, 
particularly  in  the  rural  areas,  are 
vast,  aided  by  the  demise  of  the  village 
blacksmith  and  the  fact  that  the 
farmer  quite  logically  considers  that 
the  man  who  looks  after  his  car  is  a 
most  suitable  repairman  for  his  tractor 
and  implements. 

Call  for  more  power 

T  has  become  perhaps  too  common¬ 
place  to  speak  of  the  agricultural 
revolution  of  the  1940s.  An  ancient 
Industry  that  is  surrounded  by  rigid 
considerations  of  climate  and  terrain 
Is  not  to  be  rapidly  revolutionised,  but 
If,  as  seems  likely,  future  generations 
do  assess  the  1940s  as  marking  a  new 
era  in  agriculture,  the  entry  to  that 
new  era  will  surely  be  ascribed  to 
mechanisation.  There  is  scarcely  a 
single  one  of  the  many  remarkable 
scientific  developments  of  recent  years 
which  does  not  rely  on  mechanical 
power  for  its  application. 

New  improved  strains  of  cereals, 
roots  and  grasses  cannot  contribute 
their  full  potentiality  unless  they  are 
sown  in  the  best  manner  and  at  the 
right  time.  The  same  applies  at  the 
harvesting  end.  To  extend  ley  farm¬ 
ing— with  its  great  contribution  to  the 
national  larder  and  soil  fertility — calls 
for  the  nimblest  forms  of  power  on  the 
land. 

All  the  new  sprays  for  crop  protec¬ 
tion  against  pests  as  well  as  weeds 
demand  better  sprayers  and  more 
versatile  tractors.  Both  artificial  fer¬ 
ity  A.  B.

Mechanisation  of  British  agriculture 
but  there  are  certain 


tillsers  and  farmyard  manure  require 
modern  equipment  for  their  economic 
application.  Even  in  livestock  hus¬ 
bandry  the  machine  plays  an 
Increasingly  Important  part. 

If  the  wide  scope  of  mechanisation 
is  properly  appreciated,  therefore,  it 
will  come  as  no  surprise  that  the 
annual  home  investment  in  British 
farm  equipment  is  running  at  over 
£50  million  a  year. 

At  first  sight  this  appears  to  be  a 
very  lucrative  market,  but  those  who 
seek  to  cater  for  it  have  certain 
responsibilities. 

On  a  long-term  basis  agricultural 
machines  cannot  be  sold  as  just  an¬ 
other  piece  of  merchandise.  It  is 
obvious,  as  with  motor  cars,  that  sales 
must  be  backed  by  service — ideally 
covering  16  hours  a  day  and  7  days 
a  week.  But  even  before  any  sale  takes 
place  both  dealer  and  farmer  should 
be  satisfied  that  the  proposed  new 
machine  will  produce  an  effect  on  the 
economy  of  the  farm  that  will  justify 
its  use. 

Tractor  common  sense 

For  example,  it  is  not  the  number  of 
acres  but  the  output  per  acre  and  per 
man  which  justifies  the  use  of  a  trac¬ 
tor.  A  tractor,  capable  of  pulling  four 
furrows,  may  halve  the  present  cost  of 
ploughing  on  a  farm  and  yet  be  un¬ 
economic  because  it  is  too  large  for 
the  rest  of  the  farm  work  which, 
durirg  the  12  months,  occupies  at 
least 'twice  as  much  time  as  ploughing. 
Conversely,  capital  Investment  in  the 
smallest  machines  is  to  be  questioned 
if  the  driver’s  output  is  not  increased 
from  what  it  was  when,  for  example, 
he  followed  a  horse. 

In  looking  at  prospective  sales  from 
this  angle  the  dealer  can  do  much  to-

wards  ensuring  that  his  customers 
improve  their  ability  to  pay.  In  other 
words,  the  trade  should  strive  to  put 
in  machines  that  will  pay  their  way. 
The  prospective  customer  may  be  led 
astray  by  considering  the  convenience 
of  meeting  a  single  problem  and  ignor¬ 
ing  true  overall  economy. 

It  may  be  argued  that  no  reputable 
maker  would  put  a  machine  on  the 
market  that  had  not  earning  propen¬ 
sities  commensurate  with  its  price. 
True  enough,  but  the  earning  capacity 
of  any  machine  depends  on  the  con¬ 
ditions  in  which  it  is  used.  A  machine 
that  pays  well  on  one  farm  can  easily 
be  a  white  elephant  on  another. 

“Tailored”  machines 

Fortunately,  the  modern  trend 
towards  tractor  and  a  complete  range 
of  mounted  implements  is  a  big  step 
towards  efficiency  in  farm  mechanisa¬ 
tion.  Tractor  and  implement  are 
tailored  for  mutual  efiBciency  so  that 
each  gives  more  nearly  optimum  per¬ 
formance  over  the  whole  range  of  farm 
work  than  was  ever  possible  when 
“any”  implement  was  hauled  by  “any” 
tractor. 

From  the  dealer’s  angle  the  complete 
range  of  farm  machines  has  the  added 
merit  that  the  volume  of  business 
between  one  agent  and  one  farmer  is 
such  as  to  establish  more  or  less  per¬ 
manent  relations.  Instead  of  casual 
calls  or  meetings  each  is  in  close  touch 
with  the  other  almost  the  year  round. 

On  both  sides  specialisation  leads  to 
better  servicing  of  the  machines.  For 
one  thing,  provisioning  for  spare  parts 
is  simplified.  For  another,  skill  with 
one  maker’s  equipment  is  more  quickly 
acquired  than  with  several  makes. 
There  is  no  need  to  dwell  on  the  fact 
that  in  volume  production  lies  the  best 


hope  of  low  -  priced,  high  -  quality 
equipment. 

One  further  point  should  not  be 
overlooked:  the  saving  of  time 
achieved  by  a  machine  can  easily  be 
negatived  by  time  lost  and/or  by 
possible  accidents  in  coupling  different 
machines.  The  three-point  linkage 
system  of  mounting  implements  which 
is  becoming  common  to  the  leading 
British  makers  is,  without  doubt,  safer 
for  the  operator  than  the  old- 
fashioned  clevis  or  drawbar. 

Selling  by  demonstration 

There  is  also  the  time  factor,  and 
dealer  can  obtain  extra  business, 
equally  satisfactory  both  to  himself 
and  his  customer,  by  demonstrating 
the  latest  methods  of  automatic 
coupling  and  giving  a  rough  estimate 
of  time  that  could  be  saved  in  a  day 
or  a  week.  Similarly,  he  can  prove 
how  investment  can  be  kept  down,  for 
example,  by  a  drill  which  sows  all 
types  of  seeds  in  contrast  to  the  use 
of  three  drills  for  cereals,  roots  and 
grasses. 

So  far  it  has  been  tacitly  implied

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that  tractor  trade  should  be  the  basis 
of  a  dealer’s  stake  in  the  agricultural 
market.  It  may  be  asked  why  a  good 
agricultural  engineering  business 
should  not  be  founded  on  specialisa¬ 
tion  in  barn  equipment,  or,  say, 
row-crop  equipment  in  a  root-growing 
district. 

The  answer  is  simple:  the  tractor  is 
the  first  essential  on  any  farm  and. 
provided  it  is  kept  on  sensible  and 
useful  work,  the  more  it  is  used 
throughout  the  year  the  lower  will  be 
the  average  cost  per  hour  because  fixed 
overheads,  like  depreciation,  are 
spread  more  widely. 

The  hourly  cost  can  be  reduced  by 
as  much  as  Is.  per  hour  when  the 
tractor  works,  say,  2,000  hours  a  year 
Instead  of  800.  Thus  the  trend  is  to¬ 
wards  tractor-mounted  hammer  mills, 
woodsaws,  even  root-pulpers  instead  of 
fixed  barn  Installations  where  the  pre¬ 
liminary  work  is,  in  any  case,  usually 
more  costly. 

Of  other  field  machines  only  the 
combine  harvester  has  been  proved  as 
a  self-propelled  machine  and  even  in 
this  instance  it  is  better,  economy  if 
the  engine  can  be  put  to  another  use 
in  the  off-season  instead  of  lying  idle 
for  nine  months. 

Tractors  per  acre 

With  roughly  one  tractor  for  every 
80  acres  of  cultivated  land  in  England 
and  Wales  many  who  have  not  thought 
about  the  subject  begin  to  wonder  if 
saturation  point  has  not  been  reached. 
Few,  if  any,  of  those  who  read  this 
article  will  live  to  see  it.  Ignoring 
the  current  demand  to  increase  the 
tractor  population  there  is  a  market 
for  40,000  tractors  a  year  in  replacing 
normal  wastage  among  the  present 
three  hundred  odd  thousand  tractors 
which  are  in  use. 

Five  years  ago  the  “experts”  were 
adamant  that  the  British  tractor 
population  could  never  exceed  200,000. 
Yet  due  to  the  ever-increasing  ver¬ 
satility  of  the  machine  and  more  work 
coming  within  its  scope  the  demand 
for  new,  as  distinct  from  replacement, 
machines  is  still  unsatisfied.  In  fact, 
over  40  per  cent,  of  all  the  farms  over 


five  acres  are  without  tractors  of  any 
sort. 

Since  five  acres  must  be  very  inten¬ 
sively  cropped  to  employ  a  tractor, 
here  are  the  percentages  of  tractorless 
farms  In  other  acreage  groups  as 
calculated  from  the  data  recently 
published  in  the  journal  “Agricul¬ 
ture”: — 

Acres  f  ^  without  tractors 

15-19  73.2 

20-29  65.9 

30-49  50.2 

50-99  28.0 

100-149  13.75 

The  number  of  farms  in  the  above 
groups  far  outnumber  the  farms  of 
over  150  acres,  although  the  larger 
proportion  of  the  land  is  in  the  bigger 
holdings.  Nevertheless,  customers 
count  for  more  than  acres,  and  assum¬ 
ing  that  current  developments  towards 
bringing  mechanisation  to  the  smaller 
farms  are  not  further  handicapped, 
there  is  still  a  big  and  important 
section  of  the  farm  market  open  to 
those  who  will  study  its  needs. 

The  latest  machinery  census  shows 
that  there  is:  only  one  potato  planter 
for  every  112  acres  of  potatoes:  one 
sugar-beet  lifter  for  every  290  acres 
of  beet;  one  tractor  hoe  for  every  339 
acres  of  arable  land;  one  pick-up 
baler  for  every  868  acres  of  corn  and 
for  every  1,000  acres  of  hay  and, 
perhaps,  most  surprising  of  all,  only 
one  trailer  for  every  110  acres  of  cul¬ 
tivated  land. 

These  are  mere  indications.  Each 
item  needs  study,  but  considered  in  the 
light  of  the  many  genuine  farm  needs 
that  are  still  outstanding  they  serve 
to  show  that  the  agricultural  market 
deserves  all  the  attention  we  can  give 
It.  If  the  farmers’  needs  are  properly 
met  It  should  redound  to  the  national 
credit  in  the  form  of  reduced  costs  in 
food  production  and  more  home¬ 
grown  food.

Smithfield  Proves  Diesel 


Consolidation  apparent 

UNLIKE  the  motor-car  manufac¬ 
turers,  the  firms  making  tractors 
and  farm  machinery  have  two 
national  shows  at  which  to  make  a 
splash  with  something  new.  These 
two  shows  are  the  Royal,  held  during 
the  summer,  and  the  Smithfield,  held 
at  the  beginning  of  December.  Thus 
It  is  also  possible  to  assess  the  trends 
In  this  sphere  at  least  twice  a  year. 

For  this  perhaps  the  Smithfield  Is  the 
kinder  of  the  two.  for  it  Is  something  that 
Is  fixed,  something  that  is  held  at  the  same 
place  every  year  and  all  of  it  under  one 
roof. 

When  this  year’s  show  opens  at  Earls 
Court  on  Monday  the  latest  developments 
in  agricultural  engineering  will  make  their 
debut,  although  with  one  exception  there 
appears  to  be  little  likelihood  of  anything 
really  startling;  rather  does  it  promise  to 
be  a  show  of  evolution  towards  consolida¬ 
tion  and  refinement  of  a  trend  which  has 
>  been  apparent  for  some  years, 

t  The  exception  Just  referred  to  Is.  of 

course,  the  new  Fordson  Major,  a  dlesel- 
petrol-vaporislng  oil  tractor  described  in 
last  week’s  issue  of  "The  G.  and  M.A”

Revolutionary  though  this  tractor  is,  how¬ 
ever,  with  its  three  engines  comprising 
many  common  basic  parts,  the  manufacture 
by  the  Ford  .Motor  Co.  of  a  diesel  engine 
merely  sets  the  seal  on  the  march  towards 
greater  and  greater  use  of  diesel  power  on 
the  land. 

To-day  all  the  leading  tractor  firms  in 
this  country  are  producing  diesel  machines; 
if  not  they  fit  Perkins  or  other  units.  In 
addition,  continental  manufacturers  show  a 
parallel  development,  although,  of  course, 
diesel  power  in  many  cases  has  had  very 
strong  roots  in  Europe  for  years. 

New  continentals 

Last  year  the  Smithfield  Show  saw  the 
debut  in  this  country  of  several  European 
tractors,  including  the  Continental,  Hano- 
mag,  Normag-Zorge,  Fiat  and  Renault.  This 
year  sees  two  more.  One  is  the  German- 
made  Guldner  diesel,  in  two  models,  one 
16/17  h.p.,  and  the  other  30/32  h.p.  ’The 
engines  have  twin  cylln^lers  and  each  model 
U  complete  with  electrical  equipment.  The 
tractor  is  handled  in  this  country  by  Sale 
Tllney  (Agricultural),  Ltd.,  Wokingham. 

The  second  is  the  Fahr  D17,  another 
diesel  of  2  cylinders,  developing  17  b.h.p. 
This  tractor  has  five  forward  speeds.  It  is 
shown  by  Western  Machinery  and  Equip¬ 
ment  Co.,  Ltd.,  Plymouth. 

One  or  two  makers  will  also  have  new 
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or  Improved  models  on  show  for  the  first 
time.  Among  them  will  be  John  Fowler 
and  Co.  (Leeds),  Ltd.,  with  the  Challenger  I 
Crawler,  which  Is  powered  by  a  Marshall 
vertical  twin-cylinder  2-stroke  diesel  engine 
developing  50  b.h.p.  John  Fowler  and  Co. 
belong  to  the  Marshall  organisation,  and 
share  a  stand  with  Marshall,  Sons  and  Co., 
Gainsborough. 

Renault,  Ltd.,  are  showing  a  petrol  and 
v.o.  R.3042,  and  a  Perkins  P4  diesel  engine 
suitable  for  this  model. 

An  addition  to  the  Hanomag  range,  shown 
by  H.  L.  Arnes  and  Co.,  London,  will  be  a 
wheeled  diesel,  the  R45.  A  4-cyllnder  job, 
the  R45  develops  45  h.p.  at  1,200  r.p.m.  A 
feature  of  this  tractor  is  the  single-unit 
engine  and  transmission.  Front  mudguards 
are  another  touch. 

Included  on  the  David  Brown  stand  will 
be  the  two  diesel  tractors  launched  earlier 


The  Turner  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  have 
fitted  their  Yeoman  of  England  tractor  with 
the  Turner  Mark  ni  diesel  engine,  claimed 
to  provide  still  greater  economy  In  fuel 
and  running  costs.  This  tractor  will  be 
shown  in  four  styles,  together  with  imple¬ 
ments. 

A  4-wheel  version  of  the  Ota  tractor  has 
been  developed.  The  Monarch,  made  by 
Oak  Tree  Appliances,  Ltd.,  Coventry,  and 
handled  by  Slough  Estates  (London),  Ltd., 
has  Burman  steering  which  gives  finger- 
touch  control  and  a  turning  radius  of 
under  8ft.  It  is  driven  by  a  17  h.p.  Ford 
industrial  engine,  and  has  six  forward  gears 
and  two  reverse. 

The  Dragon  crawler  is  again  being  shown 
by  Vivian  I.,oyd  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  Is  un¬ 
changed  except  for  a  few  minor  points.  “In

President  Arthur  Hall  tells  West 
must  prepare  now 


New  selling  force  needed 

WARNING  to  the  distributive 
and  retail  trade  to  prepare  for 
a  return  of  the  days  when  it 
would  be  necessary  to  “sell”  cars  came 
from  no  less  a  person  than  President 
Arthur  Hall,  of  the  Motor  Agents’ 
Association  at  Birmingham  on  Tues¬ 
day,  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the  West 
Midland  Division  of  the  association. 

After  saying  that  the  Government  should 
take  a  more  realistic  attitude  towards  the 
subject  of  cars  for  the  home  market,  Mr. 
Hall  declared  that  they  knew  this  country 
must  export  to  live,  but  It  was  not  reason¬ 
able  to  suppose  that  they  could  continue  to 
sell  cars  abroad  in  face  of  foreign  competi¬ 
tion  unless  there  was  a  strong  home  market 
to  enable  prices  to  be  competitive  as  well. 

He  referred  to  the  return  of  cars  from 
Canada  because  of  the  hire-purchase  restric¬ 
tions.  and  to  the  more  recent  impositions 
In  Australia,  where  the  banks  had  re.strlcted 
loans  for  the  purchase  of  new  and  second¬ 
hand  cars.  Together  with  the  raising  of 
Income  tax  by  10  per  cent,  and  the  sales 
tax  from  10  per  cent,  to  20  per  cent.,  this 
might  well  mean  a  drop  in  our  sales  in  that 
country,  hitherto  one  of  our  best  markets. 

Would  this  mean  more  cars  at  home?  It 
did  seem  that  the  retail  trade  should  give 
consideration  to  the  situation  that  might 
arise  if  new  cars  became  available — by  what¬ 
ever  cause. 

When  this  happened  there  would  need  to 
be  a  complete  change  of  outlook  compared 
with  that  which  had  prevailed  during  the 
past  10  years. 


‘‘Wlien  that  time  comes  the  very  large 
number  of  ‘paper  orders’  will  In  no  way 
reflect  the  true  position,”  Mr.  Hall  went  on. 
.4  new  angle  on  selling  cars  would  be 
needed,  and  a  new  selling  force.  The  retail 
trade  sliould  be  prepared  for  this  in  advance 
and  not  be  caught  unawares. 

The  President,  who  was  replying  to  a  toast 
to  ‘‘Our  Trade,”  proposed  by  West  Midland 
Division  Chairman  Tom  Byatt,  had  opened 
his  speech  by  .saying  that  in  these  uncertain 
times  it  was  not  easy  to  forecast  the  future, 
but  there  would  be  many  difficult  problems 
to  solve.  The  West  Midland  Division  could 
play  a  most  Important  part  in  that  by  that 
very  geographical  position  they  could  forge 
a  link  with  the  manufacturers. 

Partners  In  Industry 

Mr.  Hall  said  he  wanted  to  stress  that 
the  manufacturers  and  the  retail  trade  were 
partners  in  one  great  industry,  an  Industry 
which  by  its  exports  had  provided  the 
means  of  our  dally  bread,  and  which  by  its 
repairs  and  servicing  had  kept  the  nation’s 
transport  going. 

So  soon  after  the  announcement  of  the 
Austln-Nuflleld  merger,  and  being  in  the 
Midlands,  a  reference  to  this  momentous 
event  was  Inevitable.  It  would,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  said,  mean  that  the  work  of  the  Joint 
Committee  would  take  on  an  added  im¬ 
portance. 

The  Chairman  had  already 
described  the  merger  as  an 
event  that  had  ‘‘rocked  the 
foundations  of  our  Industry,” 
and  one  that  would  have 
severe  repercussions.  Further

developinents  of  this — and  similar  events,  it 
any — served  to  show  how  imperative  it  was 
that  the  M.A.A.  sliould  be  most  watchful. 

Later  in  his  speech,  the  President  also 
mentioned  the  latest  wages  award.  It  would 
inevitably  lead  to  a  further  increase  in  the 
cost  of  living,  he  said;  but  there  was  a 
bright  side  in  that  it  should  stimulate  all 
members  of  the  trade  to  re-examine  the 
details  in  which  costs  and  manpower  could 
be  reduced  in  day-to-day  business. 

100  per  cent,  petrol  representation 

Referring  to  100  per  cent,  petrol  repre¬ 
sentation,  Mr.  Hall  contradicted  a  Press  re¬ 
port  that  the  M.A.A.  had  publicly  opposed 
the  scheme,  and  that  in  spite  of  this  some 
“20,000  of  the  26,000  filling  stations  in  the 
coimtry  had  gone  over  to  it.” 

The  M..4.A.  had  not  opposed  the  scheme, 
and  he  disputed  the  number  of  filling  sta¬ 
tions  quoted.  In  any  case,  many  were  one- 
or  two-pump  sites  and  nothing  more. 

He  repeated  that  it  was  for  the  dealer 
himself  to  make  a  decision.  He  bad  made 
it  clear,  however,  that  the  M.A..4.  would  not 
countenance  any  attempts  to  make  petrol 
stations  tied  against  the  will  of  the  dealers 
concerned. 

The  association  regarded  the  freedom  of 
the  dealer  as  of  paramount  importance. 
They  would  continue  to  be  watchful  and 
not  hesitate  to  take  action  should  the  need 
arise. 

Manufacturer’s  tribute 

A  further  response  to  this  toast  should 
have  been  made  by  Managing  Director  Sir 
Charles  Bartlett,  of  Vauxhall  Motors,  Ltd., 
but  .an  attack  of  laryngitis  had  stepped  in 
and  his  place  was  taken  at  the  last  moment 
by  Vauxhall  Sales  Manager  G.  C.  If’elby. 

Mr.  Welby  paid  a  tribute  to  the  retail 
trade,  which  had  to  maintain  out-of-date 
vehicles  but  which  by  so  doing  had  made  a 
name  for  themselves.  “Maybe  those  vehicles 
we  made  years  ago  were  not  so  bad  as  we 
thought,"  he  added. 

He  was  not  so  optimistic  aborit  the  future 
for  the  home  market,  with  the  defence  pro- 
granune  and  the  steel  shortage  being  added 


to  all  the  other  difficulties.  And  there 
would  still  be  pressure  to  maintain  exports. 

Production  had  risen  from  366,000  in  1946 
to  784,000  in  1950,  but  this  year  It  looked 
like  dropping  to  something  in  the  region  of 
730,000;  and  be  could  not  say  what  the  next 
quota  for  the  home  market  was  likely  to  be. 

However,  with  the  export  and  defence 
needs,  production  capacity  must  Increase, 
and  If  the  distributive  end  of  the  Industry 
planned  on  the  same  lines,  the  future  would 
be  assured  for  all  of  them. 

Mr  Welby  assured  the  division  that  tl>e 
manufacturers  would  “bend  over  back¬ 
wards"  to  prevent  the  decision  as  to  who 
sliould  have  new  cars  being  taken  from  the 
dealer.  And  he  was  convinced  that,  what¬ 
ever  shortages  there  might  be,  if  in  the 
next  few  years  the  trade  carried  on  as  the 
vast  majority  were  doing  there  would  be 
no  need  to  worry  about  Government  inter¬ 
ference. 

The  guests’  health  was  proposed  by  Junior 
Vice-Chairman  J.  S.  Knight,  of  the  West 
Midland  MA.A.,  who  ended  with  an  appeal 
for  every  effort  to  attract  young  people  to 
the  trade.  Reply  for  the  guests  was  made 
by  Home  Sales  Manager  A.  C.  L.  Mills,  of  the 
Standard  Motor  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  afterwards 
Stanley  Wood  proposed  a  special  toast  to 
Chairman  Tom  Byatt. — ^R.  A.  S.

All-round  motor  spirit 

HE  quality  of  petrol  obtained 
from  a  modern  refinery  will  be 
so  much  better  than  pre-war 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Esso  Petrol¬ 
eum  Co.,  it  will  be  good  enough  to  meet 
the  needs  of  all  and  the  fancies  of 
most,  said  Marketing  Director  a. 
WATERSTON  at  a  meeting  at  Esso  House, 
Abingdon,  last  week. 

“It  is  our  opinion  that  special  blends  and 
mixtures  will  not  then  be  so  much  in  de¬ 
mand  because  of  the  higher  cost  of  the  other 
components  and  because  the  quality  needs 
can  be  met  without  them.” 

Studying  developments  in  other  countries. 
Esso  found  that  when  quality  needs  were 
met  the  greatest  attraction  to  the  motorist 
was  better  service. 

It  was  this  finding  that  led  to  the  com¬ 
pany  taking  an  increased  Interest  in  service. 
In  order  to  confirm  their  findings  in  other 
countries,  surveys  were  made  on  the  service 
currently  offered.  Experiments  were  made — 


In  Eire  to  avoid  publicity — by  sending  out 
cars  obviously  needing  service  manned  by  a 
driver  and  a  passenger  equipped  with  money 
to  pay  for  any  service  offered. 

As  a  result,  Esso  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  improved  service  would  be  welcomed 
by  the  motorist  and  could  be  given  by  the 
dealer.  From  the  experience  of  other  coun¬ 
tries  where  they  had  changed  from  the  split- 
dealer  system  to  exclusive  representation, 
they  found  that  the  best  results  were  ob¬ 
tained  by  a  dealer  and  a  petrol  company 
working  In  close  co-operation  in  a  happy 
voluntary  partnership. 

A  plan  known  as  the  Esso  Dealer  Co-opera¬ 
tion  Plan  was  therefore  prepared,  designed 
to  give  better  service  to  the  motorist,  bigger 
sales  and  profits  to  the  dealer,  economies 
for  the  petrol  company,  improved  amenities 
for  the  public  and  the  rationalisation  of 
petrol  retailing. 

General  Sales  Manager  R.  J.  Finder  then 
took  up  the  story.  He  said  the  company  was 
partially  responsible  for  the  fact  that

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stations  was  somewhat  incomplete,  for  it 
had  been  their  policy  to  put  their  belief  into 
practice  and  thus  demonstrate  that  this  was 
the  soundest  and  most  efficient  method  of 
petrol  retailing. 

It  was  their  view  that  the  split-dealer  sys¬ 
tem,  although  it  may  have  suited  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  former  days,  was  neither 
economic  nor  efficient  in  the  vastly  changed 
conditions  of  the  post-war  years.  The  new 
method  of  marketing  had  been  operated 
by  Esso  since  July,  1950,  when  the  Es.so 
Dealer  Co-operation  Plan  was  introduced. 

Mr.  Finder  stressed  that  this  was  the  nor¬ 
mal  method  of  petrol  retailing  in  the  vast 
majority  of  count-ies  throughout  the  world. 
Wherever  this  method  was  in  use,  he  claimed 
it  resulted  in  a  far  superior  standard  of  ser¬ 
vice  to  the  public,  a  much  improved  type  of 
service  station  building  and  forecourt  lay¬ 
out.  greater  cleanliness  and  greater  effi¬ 
ciency. 

Dealing  with  the  advantages  to  the  dealer 
of  the  Esso  plan,  Mr.  Finder  said  the  100  per 
cent,  garagist  had  a  complete  architectural 
department  at  his  disposal  to  advise  him  on 
station  Improvements,  forecourt  layout  and 
decoration.  He  was  also  able  to  send  hLs 
employees  to  the  Esso  training  school. 

In  addition  to  the  training  school,  there 
was  a  band  of  mobile  in.structors  for  giving 
refresher  courses  on  the  dealer’s  premises. 

“No  compulsion  or  tie” 

Mr.  Finder  stres.sed  forcibly  that  the  Es.so 
dealer  is  a  completely  independent  trader. 
‘Tie  operates  his  liusiness  in  liis  own  way 
and  is  not  tied  to  us.  Tiie  great  majority 
of  Esso  dealers  liave  niereiy  given  us  a 
gentleman’s  agreement  that  tltey  will  take 
part  in  the  Esso  Dealer  Co-<»peration  Plan. 
Tliere  is  no  compulsion,  no  tie.” 

Dealers  had  been  helped  financially  by 
the  granting  of  loans  In  a  number  of  ca.ses 
A  written  form  of  agreement  was  then  u-sed. 
but  there  was  no  more  tie  than  a  house¬ 
holder  suffered  when  he  obtained  a  loan 
to  buy  a  hou.se  “He  ran  leave  to-morrow  if 
he  wishes.” 

They  did  make  a  modest  contribution  to 
every  Esso  dealer  towards  any  Improvement 
to  his  premises  or  equipment  which  would 
Increase  his  business,  but  the  company  re¬ 
garded  tliat  a.s  an  investment. 

“There  has  been  a  lot  of  discu-s-sion  in 
the  past  two  months  over  the  position  of 
a  dealer  who  elects  to  continue  to  sell  a 
multiplicity  of  brands.  We  do  not  consider 
that  such  a  dealer  is  doing  the  right  thing, 
for  himself  or  the  motorist,  but  we  do  re¬ 
spect  his  right  to  please  himself,  and  we  will 
l)e  most  liappy  to  continue  to  supply  him 
witlJ  such  part  of  his  requirements  as  lie 


may  elect  to  order  Irom  us,"  .said  Mr.  Finder. 

In  answer  to  questions,  Mr.  Finder  said 
that  out  of  26,000  filling  stations  with  two 
or  more  pumps,  20,000  were  now  selling  one 
company’s  petrol  only. 

Dealing  with  the  reduction  in  the  number 
of  small  loads  which  had  resulted  from  the 
plan,  the  General  Sales  Manager  said  that 
whereas  the  smallest  load  they  delivered 
was  200  gallons  and  such  loads  were  quite 
common  before  the  war,  the  average  load 
had  risen  to  approximately  800  gallons 
since  the  Introduction  of  the  plan.  Before 
the  war  their  largest  tankers  could  take 
2,400  gallons  but  to-day  their  biggest 
vehicles  carried  3,600  gallons. 

The  training  centre 

Esso  House  at  Abingdon,  where  the  meet¬ 
ing  took  place,  is  used  for  entertaining  im¬ 
portant  guests  and  also  hou.ses  a  research 
centre  Its  chief  interest  for  garagists.  how¬ 
ever.  is  its  use  for  training  salesmen. 

For  four  days  the  80  or  so  who  form  each 
course  are  trained  in  serving  petrol  by  the 
five-point  method.  They  begin  by  wiping 
the  driver’s  side  of  the  windscreen  while 
taking  his  order,  move  round  to  the  rear 
of  the  car  and  wipe  the  rear  window  before 
inserting  the  required  amount  of  petrol, 
then  come  to  the  front  of  the  vehicle  via 
the  pas.senger’s  side,  wiping  that  particular 
area  of  windscreen,  then  the  lamps  and 
front  number  plate  on  their  way  back  to 
the  driver’s  side  of  the  car. 

They  then  request  permission  to  check  the 
water  and  oil  levels,  taking  the  opportunity 
while  the  bonnet  is  raised  of  looking  for 
any  sources  of  potential  trouble. 

Training  is  given  by  means  of  lectures 
and  films  as  well  as  by  practical  demonstra¬ 
tions  and  discussions.

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The  news 

ET  us  not  pretend  that  amalga¬ 
mations  and  mergers  are  always 
greeted  with  universal  enthusi¬ 
asm.  Some  have  a  faint  distaste  for 
them  without  quite  knowing  why. 
Others  may  have  regrets  that  are 
frankly  sentimental.  There  are  those, 
too.  who  fear  that  the  trend  may  lead 
to  a  lessening  of  competition  within 
the  trade  concerned  and  a  loss  of  pro¬ 
gressiveness.  In  the  case  of  the  motor 
industry,  I  can  see  no  real  danger  of 
that.  We  are  too  live  a  crowd,  and 
the  launching  of  further  enterprises 
Is  not  going  to  be  checked  if  combines 
multiply.  Indeed,  that  might  even  be 
a  stimulant.  So  it  has  turned  out 
before,  in  other  fields  of  manufacture. 

See  you  there? 

EFORE  the  war,  the  retail  motor 
business  had  become  largely 
specialised,  and  the  tendency  was 
Increasing.  Probably  the  majority  of 
agents  dealt  in  cars  and  nothing  else. 
If  they  handled  commercial  vehicles 
at  all,  it  would  be  rather  by  way  of 
a  sideline.  They  had  long  lost  in¬ 
terest  in  motor  cycles,  and  had  not 
developed  any  in  farm  tractors.  To 
an  extent,  specialisation  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  a  good  thing.  It  means 
that  better  service  can  be  given  to  the 
public.  But  in  another  respect  it  is 
bad.  A  common  result  is  that  the  in¬ 
dividual  gets  into  a  groove,  and  reso¬ 
lutely  stops  there.  Concentrating  on 
his  chosen  line,  he  is  quite  out  of 
touch  with  other  departments  of  the 
industry,  and  is  unconscious  of  the 
ways  in  which  they  may  be  develop¬ 
ing.  For  that  reason,  he  may  miss 
valuable  business  opportunities,  as  so 


many  did  when  agricultural  mechan¬ 
isation  really  began  to  get  under  way 
in  this  country.  Moreover,  his  engin¬ 
eering  knowledge  is  likely  to  be 
narrower  than  is  desirable  in  these 
days.  Accordingly,  my  belief  is  that 
any  important  exhibition  with  motors 
in  it  should  be  regarded  as  a  “must” 
by  agents.  The  recent  Cycle  Show 
was  one,  and  next  week  comes  Smith- 
field.  Most  certainly  you  should  go, 
whether  you  serve  farmers  or  not.  In 
the  latter  event,  you  will  find  the 
affair  an  eye-opener.  Incidentally,  this 
issue  contains  a  pre-view  of  Smithfield 
exhibits  most  likely  to  interest 
garagists.  Read  it  before  you  go. 

Another  side 

HILE  details  are  lacking,  it 
seems  definite  that  the  revived 
Home  Guard  is  to  be  mechan¬ 
ised,  and  one  hopes  adequately.  The 
fight  for  mobility  has  been  won,  it 
seems.  In  the  last  war,  garagists 
helped  the  H.G.  notably.  There 
should  be  even  greater  scope  for  their 
services  in  the  future.  While  glanc¬ 
ing  at  the  military  side,  I  must  men¬ 
tion  a  new  book  likely  to  interest 
many  Called  “Over  My  Shoulder” 
(George  Ronald,  18s.),  it  is  the  auto¬ 
biography  of  Sir  Ernest  Swinton,  the 
tank  pioneer.  He  was  a  very  distin¬ 
guished  soldier,  whose  ideas  were 
often  too  advanced  for  the  higher 
authorities:  a  writer  of  note,  and 
latterly  an  Oxford  professor;  also,  be 
it  noted,  a  member  of  the  motor  in¬ 
dustry.  As  a  director  of  Citroen’s,  he 
evidently  put  in  some  very  valuable 
work,  and  that  chapter  contains  some 
diverting  anecdotes,  as  of  the  occasion 
when  Andre  Citroen  told  Henry  Ford  I 
that  one  of  his  projects  was  a  “dud.” 
to  the  consternation  of  all  present!

Holidays  With  Pay 

Sir, — I  find  myself  in  complete  agreement 
with  ‘  Coachbuilder”  (November  17th  issue) 
regarding  holidays  with  pay. 

I  consider  this  extra  week  to  be  a  gross 
Imposition  for  the  small  garage  proprietor 
who,  in  most  cases,  is  finding  it  difficult 
to  pay  his  way  under  present  conditions 
without  additional  burdens. 

In  common  with  most  working  proprie¬ 
tors,  I  have  to  work  65  or  70  hours  a  week 
to  make  my  business  pay,  against  the  staff’s 
44  hours.  It  therefore  appears  perfectly 
ridiculous  for  Government  Ministers  to  tell 
us  we  must  all  work  harder  or  go  bankrupt, 
whilst  another  official  body  decides  that 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  workers  shall 
have  another  week  off.  How  are  workers  ex¬ 
pected  to  believe  that  the  country  is  in  a 
bad  way  when  extra  holidays  with  pay  are 
handed  out  ad  lib? 

As  my  daughter,  Malsle,  often  says,  “You 
can’t  get  ’owt  for  ’nowt.”  So  this  extra 
burden  will  have  to  be  passed  on  to  the 
customer,  making  already  expensive  motor 
repairs  right  out  of  reach  of  the  ordinary 
working  motorist,  if  this  sort  of  thing  goes 
on  and  on. 

This  means  that  in  time  many  small  gara¬ 
ges  will  be  out  of  business.  Incidentally,  as 
Maisle  has  Just  pointed  out,  it  could  in  time 
defeat  one  of  the  primary  objects  of  the 
\  M.A.A.,  that  of  stopping  any  Tom,  Dick  and 

t  Harry  from  starting  repairing  his  own  car 

i  in  his  back  yard,  and  then  doing  a  favour 

i  for  his  next-door  neighbour,  and  his  uncle’s 

wife’s  brother,  and  so  on.  , 

Perhaps  it  is  only  the  old  and  ignorant 
that  have  been  taught  to  tighten  their  belts 
and  work  harder,  but  it  is  the  only  remedy 
that  I  believe  in  and  the  only  one  which 
will  get  the  country  on  its  feet  again. 

Believe  me,  I  should  be  the  first  to  wel¬ 
come  this  idea  if  there  was  money  enough 
to  do  it.  But  I  really  feel  that  until  it  is 
clear  that  businesses  such  as  my  own  are 


be  silly  not  to  give  it  back  to  the  workers, 
we  should  be  allowed  to  use  our  discretion 
about  matters  of  this  kind. 

After  all,  the  workers  wouldn’t  stay  if 
they  thought  they  could  do  better  elsewhere. 
But  if  you  have  reasonable,  level-headed  fel¬ 
lows  around  you  they  are  aware  that  one 
does  not  get  blood  from  a  stone.  While  the 
Guv’nor  is  obviously  not  indulging  in 
riotous  living  with  a  new  Austin  Princess 
every  six  months,  they  are,  I  believe,  not 
going  to  make  unreasonable  demands  on  the 
resources  of  their  firm.  ^

Holidays  With  Pay 

Sir, — If  you  will  allow  me,  I  wovild  like  to  « 
reply  to  "Coachbuilder,”  whose  letter  under  | 
“Holidays  With  Pay”  (November  17th  issue)  ^ 
interested  me.  £ 

“Coachbuilder”  says  that  in  his  46  years  in  - 
the  vehicle  industry  he  had  one  week’s  holi-  f 
day  in  the  summer  in  24  of  them,  and  in  the  p 
other  22  years  he  could  not  afford  one  or  the  ] 
circumstances  did  not  allow  for  one.  < 

I  must  admit  that  for  the  first  20  years  of  j 
my  life  in  the  motor  industry,  from  the  age  * 
of  14  when  I  was  an  apprentice  until  33 
when  I  became  the  managing  director  of  my 
company,  I  did  not  take  a  holiday.  Neither 
did  I  think  one  was  necessary,  either  for 
myself  or  for  other  people. 

Perhaps  as  I  have  got  older  I  have  either 
become  wiser  or  softer  (I  am  not  quite  sure 
which  it  is),  but  I  do  think  that  a  break 
from  the  usual  routine  must  be  beneficial 
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to  the  health  of  the  person  concerned  and — 
what  is  much  more  important — allows  one 
to  broaden  one’s  view  of  things,  see  other 
people’s  organisations  and  different  methods 
of  life  and  so  come  back  and  improve  one’s 
own. 

I  do  not  think  there  is  any  need  for  a 
halo  when  one  gives  staff  holidays  with  pay, 
because  I  feel  that  you  should  consider  you 
are  paying  your  employees  annually  rather 
than  weekly  and  you  merely  spread  these 
two  seemingly  unproductive  weeks  over  the 
whole  year. 


I  must  agree  that  in  my  own  experience 
I  do  not  find  employees  coming  back  from 
a  fortnight’s  vacation  bursting  to  get  to 
work.  I  would  rather  say  it  takes  another 
two  weeks  to  get  over  the  holiday  and  back 
Into  routine. 

I  agree  with  "Coachbuilder’s”  last  two 
paragraphs  inasmuch  as  I  think  the  maj¬ 
ority  of  people  in  this  country  do  not  realise 
that  they  must  work  harder  and  longer  if 
they  want  to  get  this  country  into  a  better 
position.  And  it  seems  unfortunate  to  me 
that  our  leaders  do  not  suggest  that  we 
should  work  a  60-hour  week  for  the  next 
three  years  and  thus  make  sure  that  we  set 
otu-  house  in  order. 

When  I  say  a  60-hour  week,  I  do  not  mean 
only  for  the  employees,  but  also  for  the  em¬ 
ployers.  In  saying  this  I  do  not  forget  that 
many  employers  do,  in  fact,  work  as  many 
hours  as  I  suggested,  or  perhaps  even  longer. 
These  men  do  not  pick  up  their  tools  at 
8  a.m.  and  lay  them  down  at  6  p.m.,  but  go 
on  thinking  and  striving  for  the  business  all 
their  waking  hours,  including  Saturdays  and 
Sundays — that  is,  if  they  are  made  of  the 
right  stuff.

W^ll.\TEVEll  the  nature  of  a  bill,  the  ‘‘extras’’ 
^  are  the  items  which  get  the  closest  scrutiny. 
The  person  who  pays  the  bill  resents  lieing  chargcil 
extra  for  things  that  should,  as  he  thinks,  have 
been  included  in  the  major  items.  For  very  good 
reasons,  the  garage  trade  has  always  followed 
the  practice  of  charging  separately  for  work  dene 
and  for  parts  and  materials  supplied.  In  course 
of  time,  Hat  rate  prices  for  standardised  jobs  will 
no  doulit  be  arranged  to  include  replacements 
essential  to  the  performance  of  the  work,  as  already 
obtains  with  regrinding  cylinders  and  supplying  new 
pistons.  That,  however,  is  not  yet.  .Meanwhile, 
remembering  the  irritating  effects  of  the  smaller 
extras,  what  about  abidishing  that  item  for 
‘‘Cleaning  materials,’’  which  figures  regularly  on 
so  many  garage  accounts? 


Pedestrian  Crossings 

Sir, — I  write  this  with  the  view  that  in 
the  motor  trade  there  must  be  many  who 
have  ideas  that  will  enhance  road  .safety. 

Personally,  I  would  voice  my  dissatisfac¬ 
tion  with  the  latest  pedestrian  crossings.  We 
are  perhaps  a  little  better  off  than  when 
they  were  first  Introduced.  At  that  time 
very  few  police  officers  had  experience  of 
driving  motor  vehicles.  But  they  are  still 
traps  for  the  motorist  and  a  false  security 
for  the  pedestrian. 

Black  and  white  strips  are  all  very  well 
in  the  daylight,  but  it  appears  to  me  that 
the  darkest  .spots  of  the  road  are  selected 
for  many  of  these  crossings,  and,  what  with 
rain,  dark  and  dirt,  the  light  strips  are 
quickly  obliterated. 

Can  anyone  tell  me  why  reflecting  studs 
are  not  used  on  the  crossings?  There  must 
be  a  reason  for  this,  for  the  idea  is  too 
obvious  to  he  new.  If  it  is  cost,  surely  the 
safety  offered  to  the  pedestrian  is  worth  it. 
After  all,  it  would  require  but  a  few  studs 
to  each  crossing.  What  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Motor  Trade  Parliament? 

I  would  suggest  that  six  studs  would  suf¬ 
fice  at  one  crossing,  if  three  were  arranged 
on  each  side  of  the  crossing,  in  the  form  of 
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&  triangle  with  its  point  facing  the  oncom¬ 
ing  traffic.  These  should  be  at  a  distance 
of,  say,  twenty  feet  from  the  crossing.

Official  Price  Control  For  New  Cars 

Sir, — I  am  glad  to  have  had  a  reply  to  my 
suggestion  of  an  official  price  control  for 
new  cars  and  vans.  If,  however,  “Investi¬ 
gator”  (November  17th  issue)  will  read  my 
original  letter  again  he  will  see  that  I  am 
wanting  something  additional  to  the  Cov¬ 
enant. 

I  think  that  the  present  new-  and  nearly- 
new-car  business  is  the  biggest  inflationary 
racket  in  the  country  to-day,  and  I  would 
like  to  see  the  motor  trade  itself  really  get 
to  grips  with  it  Instead  of  waiting  for  pub¬ 
lic  opinion  finally  to  demand  action. 

Does  it  make  sense,  and  can  “Investiga¬ 
tor”  find  any  other  comparable  article  which 
is  in  general  use  by  the  whole  community 
wherein  the  article  is  made  and  distributed 
at  rea.sonable  profits  to  the  manufacturer 
and  agent  and  then  at  the  end  of  one  or 
two  years’  use,  or  as  soon  as  it  can  be  sold, 
its  value  jumps  up  by  about  100  per  cent, 
or  at  least  £500? 

As  long  as  this  terrific  increase  In  price  is 
allowed  we  shall  have  enormous  waiting  lists 
for  cars  and  our  trade  will  attract  many 
spivs  and  get-rlch-quick  merchants  who  are 
not  genuine  motor  engineers. 

I  would  like  to  see  a  Government  Order 
prohibiting  the  resale  of  any  car,  van  or 
commercial  vehicle  at  more  than  what  it 
cost  new,  and  a  heavy  fine  (£500)  on  both 
buyer  and  seller  by  anyone  contravening  the 
Order,  with  a  double  fine  or  Imprisonment, 
for  the  second  offence. 

This  control,  with  a  complete  check  on  all 
outstanding  orders,  would  probably  remove 
up  to  50  per  cent,  of  them  from  the  lists 
and  slowly  some  order  would  emerge  from 
the  present  chaotic  position.  The  control 
of  new  prices  would  also  steadily  bring  down 
the  older  car  prices  to  more  reasonable 
figures  and  motoring  would  become  iwssible

No  one  can 
complain  that  he  has  not  provided  plenty  of 
thought-provoking  material. — The  Speaker.] 
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Bigger  Smithfield  Show 

SMITHFIELD  should  be  a  record- 
breaker.  The  attendance  at  the 
Motor  Show  undoubtedly  suffered 
by  the  coincidence  of  the  General  Elec¬ 
tion.  but  the  daily  average  for  the 
Cycle  Show  was  actually  up,  so  that 
the  organisers  can  feel  reasonably 
hopeful  about  next  w*eek’s  results.  At 
the  moment  of  writing,  concern  is 
being  felt  about  the  possible  effect  on 
the  livestock  section  of  the  foot-and- 
mouth  epidemic,  but  the  machinery 
section  will  be  bigger  than  ever  before. 

The  size  of  the  show  may  be  said  already 
to  present  a  problem.  If  the  demand  for 
space  continues  to  grow,  as  is  likely  in  both 
sections,  a  solution  is  not  going  to  be  easy 
to  find.  It  would  be  a  pity  if  the  cattle  and 
the  machines  had  to  be  accommodated  in 
separate  buildings,  even  though  the  incon¬ 
venience  might  be  less  than  was  caused 
when  the  Motor  Show  overflowed  from 
Olympia  to  the  White  City.  Some  similar 
arrangement  may,  however,  prove  inevitable. 

But  that  is  by  the  way.  Main  thing  is 
that  all  rurally-situated  c.v.  dealers  and  re¬ 
pairers  should  visit  this  show.  And  that 
applies  particularly  to  those  who  are  not 
already  tractor  agents. 

In  a  rut? 

That  well-known  authority,  S.  J.  Wright, 
had  some  very  forthright  comments  to  make 
at  a  recent  agricultural  gathering.  Re¬ 
asserting  his  faith  in  farm  mechanisation, 
he  nevertheless  expressed  the  view  that  in 
Britain  it  has  so  far  failed  to  achieve  the 
results  expected,  and  is  to-day  In  danger  of 
getting  into  a  bad  rut. 

Here  it  is  computed  that  each  tractor  re¬ 
places  two  horses  on  the  average,  whereas 
the  figure  for  America  is  four,  and  that  is 
doubled  in  Australia.  The  Americans  also 
use  fewer  tractors  per  acre  than  we  do,  but 
operate  them  far  more  efllciently. 

In  short,  Mr.  Wright’s  view  is  that  we  are 
not  getting  enough  work  out  of  our  trac¬ 
tors;  also  that  the  machines  in  use  are  not 
always  suitable  for  the  Jobs  to  which  they 
are  put.  He  also  thinks  that  maintenance 
costs  receive  insufficient  attention  from 


farmers,  and  could  be  reduced  very  sub¬ 
stantially. 

Any  opinion  of  Mr.  Wright’s  must  always 
command  respect,  and  this  indictment  cer¬ 
tainly  calls  for  consideration.  The  need, 
fairly  obviously,  is  for  further  education  in 
the  application  of  mechanisation,  and  the 
question  is  as  to  how  it  can  best  be  pro¬ 
vided  to  the  farming  community.  The  prob¬ 
lem  is  unlikely  to  be  easy  to  solve. 

Tractors  and  transport 

Except  on  the  larger  holding,  where  the 
traffic  is  sufficient  to  justify  investment  in 
a  lorry,  the  tractor  and  trailer  provide  the 
normal  means  of  transport.  While  admit¬ 
tedly  a  convenient  one,  It  cannot  be  con- 
•sidered  as  entirely  satisfactory,  being  neither 
particularly  efficient  nor  economical. 

For  transport  work  on  the  road,  the  speed 
limitations  of  the  average  tractor  are  often 
a  handicap.  The  provision  of  overdrives 
would  appear  to  merit  consideration,  and 
the  addition  of  a  transfer  box,  to  provide 
alternative  sets  of  gear  ratios  for  land  and 
highway,  should  not  be  costly. 

Another  possibility  is  the  development  of 
special  types  of  tractor  for  haulage  work, 
designed  with  operational  economy  as  the 
main  aim.  Without  elaborating  further 
upon  that,  one  can  visualise  that  a  machine 
of  comparatively  low  ix>wer,  which  would 
be  cheap  to  buy  as  well  as  to  run,  could 
answer  the  purpose  quite  effectively.  It 
might  possess  additional  advantages,  such 
as  that  of  greater  manoeuvrability.

FINANCE  Co.’s  LOAN  ON  CAR  WAS  NOT  H.P. 

“VOID  IN  LAW  UNDER  BILLS  OF  SALE  ACT” 


CAB-RACK  CLAIAl  FAILS 
N  the  King’s  Bench  Division  last  week. 
S.  and  A.  Services,  Ltd.,  a  hire-purchase 
finance  company,  of  Leadenhall  Street, 
London,  E.C.,  sued  Mornlngton  Leopold 
Hutchins,  of  Enborne  Road,  Newbury,  Berks, 
for  the  return  of  a  Vauxhall  12  saloon  and 
damages  for  its  detention  and  conversion. 

Mr.  Hutchins  was  stated  to  have  bought 
the  car  from  O.  W.  Konlng,  a  Dutch  wine 
importer,  of  Newbury,  while  it  was  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  an  alleged  hire-purchase  agreement 
between  Mr.  Konlng  and  the  plaintiff  com¬ 
pany. 

Giving  Judgment  for  defendant,  Mr.  Jus¬ 
tice  Hllbery  said  that.  In  addition  to  hire- 
purchase  business,  the  plaintiff  company 
advertised  themselves  as  willing  to  purclia.se 
cars  from  car  owners,  hiring  them  back  to 
them  on  condition  that  the  money  was  re¬ 
paid  by  “easy  monthly  instalments.” 

In  August.  1948,  Mr.  Konlng,  who  had 
shown  himself  to  be  an  upright  man  who 
had  no  intention  of  acting  fraudulently  or 
feloniously,  purchased  the  Vauxhall  12  for 
£441. 

RESOLD  FOR  £575 

After  two  months  he  found  himself  In 
urgent  need  of  £300,  and.  having  ascer¬ 
tained  that  he  could  not  raise  money  on 
the  car  as  security,  he  discovered  he  could 
do  so  by  means  of  a  hire-purchase  agree¬ 
ment  with  S.  and  A.  Services,  Ltd.  He 
obtained  the  sanction  of  the  British  Motor 
Trade  Association  and  entered  into  such  an 
agreement  with  the  plaintiff  company. 

Mr.  Konlng  paid  all  the  Instalments  by 
banker's  order  until  April.  1950,  when  only 
£112  was  outstanding,  but,  in  the  previous 
November,  he  had  sold  the  car  to  the  de¬ 
fendant  for  £575. 

When  8.  and  A.  Services,  Ltd.,  discovered 
that  the  vehicle  had  been  sold  without 
i  their  permission  they  claimed  It.  Being 

i  asked  by  Mr.  Hutchins,  the  purchaser,  what 


was  the  outstanding  amount,  they  declined 
even  to  state  what  was  due.  saying  that 
they  required  the  return  of  the  vehicle  and 
nothing  but  the  veliicie,  and  the  action  wa- 
brougbt  accordingly. 

Mr.  Hutchins’  case  was  that  at  all  times 
he  was  entitled  to  pay  the  plaintiffs  the 
balance  due  on  the  hire-purchase  agree- 
ihent,  and  to  look  to  Mr.  Konlng  to  make 
good  that  sum  to  him. 

“FALSE  DOCUMENT” 

He  further  said  that  the  transaction  be¬ 
tween  the  plaintiff  company  and  Mr. 

Konlng  was  not  a  genuine  transaction  of 
purchase  and  sale  and  hiring  back,  but 
was  a  colourable  device  for  making  a  loan 
on  the  security  of  the  car,  which  was  void 
in  law  as  offending  the  Bills  of  Sale  Act. 

That  question  bad  already  been  twice  de-  i 

cided  on  similar  facts  against  the  plaintiff  ij 

company. 

His  Lordship  added  that  in  this  case  the  ~ 

delivery  note  which  was  made  out  by  S.  and 
A.  Services.  Ltd.,  for  signature  by  Mr. 

Konlng  was  a  false  document.  There  was 
no  sort  of  delivery  of  the  car.  which  had 
never  been  out  of  the  possession  of  Mr. 

Koning. 

The  invoice,  made  out  and  required  by 
the  plaintiffs,  was  not  a  true  invoice  by 
Mr.  Koning  in  any  ordinary  way  of  busi¬ 
ness  and  Mr.  Koning’s  evidence  satisfied 
him  that  he  regarded  it  as  a  matter  of  form 
in  which  to  effect  a  loan  on  the  security 
of  the  car. 

He  was  satisfied  that  the  plaintiffs 
thought  that,  put  In  this  form,  this  type 
of  business  was  outside  the  provisions  of 
the  Act.  They  knew  it  was  not  a  genuine 
sale,  but  a  transaction  which  gave  them 
something  like  a  14}  per  cent,  rate  of  In¬ 
terest.  It  was  in  truth  a  transaction  of 
loan,  and  therefore  void  under  the  Act. 

There  would  be  Judgment  for  defendant, 
with  costs. 
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BRISTOL  GARAGE  EXPLOSION  SERVICE  WEEK  EFFICIENCY 


PETROL  VAPOUR  THEORY 

Bristol  fire  officers  have  formed  the 
oplnloit  that  petrol  vapour  escaping  into 
the  basement  was  the  cause  of  the  explosion 
at  the  premises  of  M.  and  M.  Mart  Garage. 
Ashley  Road,  Bristol,  on  Saturday  last. 

A  Home  Office  inquiry  into  the  cause  of 
the  explosion  is  being  held  in  Bristol  by 
the  Chief  Inspector  of  Explosives. 

The  explosion  occurred  while  a  petrol 
tanker  was  discharging  petrol  into  the 
underground  tank.  The  blast  serlou.sly  dam¬ 
aged  the  garage,  which  collapsed,  with  the 
two  fiats  above  It,  into  a  heap  of  rubble. 
Fire  followed  the  explosion,  and  blazing 
petrol  was  scattered  arovmd  the  area. 

Ten  people  were  killed  and  13  injured 
as  a  result  of  the  blast,  and  among  the 
dead  were  Leonard  Masters,  joint  owner  of 
the  garage.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Masters,  and 
Sgt.  John  Masters,  R.A.F.,  son  of  the  pro¬ 
prietor. 

The  last  named,  who  was  on  leave,  was 
trapped  by  a  beam,  and  Dr.  Ruth  Martin, 
of  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary,  crawled  thro  a 
the  wreckage  to  administer  morphia,  but 
he  died  before  firemen  could  free  him. 

lit  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  a  result  of 
this  fire  there  will  not  be  any  panic  call 
for  special  legislation  to  prevent  similar 
occurrences.  There  are  20.000  or  so  filling 
stations  in  this  country  with  storage  tanks 
which  are  constantly  being  filled  from 
tankers,  and  we  do  not  recall  a  previous 
accident  of  this  magnitude. — Ed.)

WEST  LONDON  TRADERS  GET  "EXTRA 
DRIVERS”  WARNING 

During  the  general  meeting  of  the  West 
London  Motor  Traders  Association  held  In 
London  last  week,  a  member  gave  details 
of  a  police  prosecution  In  which  both  his 
Arm  and  the  driver  of  the  vehicle  had 
been  fined  for  the  misuse  of  limited  trade 
plates. 

He  had  brought  the  matter  up  as  he 
thought  the  case  was  a  little  out  of  the 
usual,  and  also  might  prevent  other  motor 
dealers  from  falling  Into  a  similar  trap. 

His  firm  had  sold  a  Rover  car  to  a  man 
In  Liverpool,  and  had  also  bought  two  other 
cars  In  Liverpool  which  were  awaiting  col¬ 
lection.  The  Rover  was  sent  to  Liverpool 
under  limited  trade  plates,  but  also  carried 
two  other  drivers  as  passengers  to  fetch 
back  the  two  cars  bought  In  Liverpool. 

The  two  extra  men  were  sent  as  a  pre¬ 
cautionary  measure  In  case  the  buyer  of 
the  Rover  refused  to  take  delivery,  and  It 
would  have  to  be  brought  back. 

The  car  was  stopped  at  Fenny  Stratford 
by  a  police  patrol,  who  wanted  to  know 
why  two  passengers  were  being  carried.  The 
driver  gave  the  reason,  but  the  policeman, 
not  satisfied  with  this,  asked  If  they  were 
employed  by  the  firm. 

The  driver  had  to  confess  that  they  were 
not  on  the  payroll  of  the  firm,  but  were 
casual  drivers  who  took  on  occasional  Jobs 
for  the  firm  In  their  spare  time  and  during 
week  ends.  The  policeman  then  warned 
them  that  a  summons  would  be  Issued. 

On  receiving  the  summons,  the  firm  wrote 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  submitting  that 
there  mu.st  be  some  misunderstanding,  as 
at  the  date  of  the  Incident  both  the  casual 
drivers  were  for  the  time  being  In  the 
employ  of  the  firm. 

This  plea,  however,  proved  of  no  avail, 
and  at  Bletchley  County  Court  the  firm 
were  fined  £5.  and  the  driver  £3,  with  costs, 
for  contravention  of  Sectlgn  30  (2a)  of 
the  Road  Vehicles  (Registration  and  Licens¬ 
ing)  Regulations.

THE  NUFFIELD-AUSTIN  MERGER 

FULL  DETAILS  OF  PROPOSED  FUSION  OF  INTERESTS 


“IN  NATIONAL  INTEREST’’ 

ERE  is  the  text  of  the  statement 
issued  jointly  by  Lord  NuflBeld  and 
L.  P.  Lord  last  week  on  the  proposed 
NuflBeld-Austln  amalgamation : — 

For  some  time  past,  the  boards  of  Morris 
Motors.  Ltd.,  and  the  Austin  Motor  Co., 
Ltd.,  have  had  under  consideration  the  de¬ 
sirability  of  amalgamating  the  two  com¬ 
panies. 

In  the  result  they  have  arrived  at  the 
conclusion  that  unified  control  would  not 
only  lead  to  more  efficient  and  economic 
production,  but  would  also  further  the  ex¬ 
port  drive,  and  be  particularly  beneficial 
to  manufacturing  and  assembly  abroad. 

They  have  formed  the  opinion,  therefore, 
that  amalgamation  would  be  both  in  the 
national  Interest  and  to  the  advantage  of 
the  shareholders  of  both  companies.

INJUNCTION  TREATED  AS  TRIAL 

An  application  on  a  motion  for  an  In¬ 
junction  was  made  by  the  British  Motor 
Trade  Association  in  the  Chancery  Division 
last  week  to  restrain  Arthur  Hayward,  of 
128D,  Oxford  Road.  Moseley.  Birmingham, 
from  deaiing  in  motor  vehicles  subject  to 
covenant. 

The  association  alleged  that  defendant 
was  the  proprietor  of  Major  Motors,  of  the 
above  address,  and  that  he  was  inducing 
covenantors  to  dispose  of  their  vehicles  in 
breach  of  covenant. 

In  support  of  this  allegation,  the  associa¬ 
tion  cited  three  instances  in  which  it  was 
submitted  that  the  defendant  had  induced 
covenantors  to  dispose  of  their  vehicles 
while  subject  to  covenant. 

On  the  defendant  consenting  to  treat  the 
motion  as  a  trial  of  the  action.  Mr.  Justice 
Roxburgh  gave  judgment  to  the  associa¬ 
tion  with  costs,  on  the  defendant  under¬ 
taking  to  refrain  from  dealing,  whether  by 
himself  or  his  servants  or  agents,  with  cars 
subject  to  covenant.

BRANDED  PETROL  ON  WAY? 

ESSO  HAVE  HIGH  HOPES 

“We  have  great  hopes  of  branded  petrol 
returning  in  the  spring,’’  said  General  Sales 
Manager  R.  J.  Finder  of  the  Esso  Petroleum 
Co.,  Ltd.,  last  week. 

He  emphasised  that  this  was  an  intelli¬ 
gent  guess  on  their  part.  Branded  petrol 
would  not  return  until  application  was 
made  to  the  Government  by  the  Individual 
companies  fo"  permission  to  sell  branded 
petrol.  No  such  application  had  so  far  been 
made,  as  the  companies  were  not  yet  ready. 

The  Esso  company — as  were  other  com¬ 
panies — were  doing  their  best  to  secure  the 
return  of  premium  grades  of  petrol  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.  When  branded 
petrol  returned.  It  would  be  better  than  the 
present  ixkjI  petrol  and  would  have  higher 
anti-knock  Qualities. 

The  return  of  branded  petrol  would  not 
need  the  setting  up  of  much  new  adminis¬ 
trative  machinery  by  the  petrol  companies.

NO  GOVT.  INTERFERENCE  IN  CAR 
tVAITING  LIST 

Mr.  Sandys,  Minister  of  Supply,  in  the 
House  of  Commons  rejected  a  suggestion 
made  by  Miss  Burton  (Coventry,  South) 
that  he  should  take  powers  to  ensure  that 
people  whose  names  had  been  on  the  wait¬ 
ing  list  for  many  years  had  priority  in 
the  delivery  of  new  cars. 

Miss  Burton  then  asked  the  Minister  if 
he  was  aware  of  a  racket,  which  was  per¬ 
fectly  legal,  by  which  dealers  took  cars  from 
customers  at  around  two  years  old,  and 
therefore  outside  the  covenant,  and  sold 
them  at  twice  tiie  listed  price,  making  a 
profit  also  on  supplying  a  new  car. 

In  reply,  Mr.  Sandys  said  it  was  a  very 
difficult  problem,  but  he  did  not  think  it 
was  one  that  the  Government  could  tackle. 
About  80,000  cars  a  year  would  have  to 
be  dealt  with,  and  it  was  quite  beyond 
the  organisation  the  Government  could 
manage  to  set  up  to  try  to  decide  who 
should  and  who  should  not  buy  these  cars.

Evolution  is  a  slow  process.  What 
was  looked  upon  as  high-pressure 
salesmanship  a  few  years  ago  is  now 
accepted  in  many  quarters.

Come  on  Silas  P.J.,  get  moving.  Well, 
the  National  Lead  Co.,  with  over  12,000 
hands,  has  British  interests  in  so  far  as 
it  had  100  per  cent,  voting  control  in 
Hoyt  Metal  Co.,  of  Great  Britain,  Ltd., 
and  in  Heavy  Duty  Bearing.  Ltd.  Ever 
heard  of  Shredded  Wheat?  Sponsored 
by  the  National  Biscuit  Co.,  with  a 
mere  30,000  hands.  Over  here,  a  link 
is  a  bakery  at  Welwyn  City. 

Johnson  and  Johnson’s  surgical 
dressings  are  well  known  to  Silas  P. 


Jhansl.  The  main  plant  is  in  New 
Brunswick.  N.J.  A  concern  with  a 
modest  payroll  of  over  14,000  hands 
too,  and  voting  control  in  companies 
here.  I  have  been  inside  their  York¬ 
shire  factory  talking  to  the  works 
manager.  The  Lambert  Company  with 
several  million  dollars  in  the  bank  and 
a  goodwill  item  of  one  dollar,  was  in¬ 
terested  in  toilet  preparation.  So  it 
opened  a  laboratory  here. 

Pens?  Yes,  Parker  Pen  Co.,  with 
1,600  hands  owns  a  namesake  here 
which  in  turn  has  another,  the  Valen¬ 
tine.  On  the  other  hand,  Reo,  the 
automobile  concern  sold  its  British 
branch  in  1947.  Remington -Rand. 
Inc.,  with  over  24,000  employees  was 
busy,  with  a  stroke  of  the  pen,  wiping 
out  part  of  one  of  its  American  plants 
and  shifting  it  to  Scotland.  It  already 
had  one  in  England. 

And  Birmingham 

Sperry  is  another  familiar  name  to 
engineers.

A  few  words 
mentions  one  at  Brentford,  Middlesex. 
Scovill  Mfg.  Co.,  now  100  years  old, 
says  it  makes  some  15,000  different 
products,  with  the  Schrader  valve 
plant  in  our  Birmingham  nearly  over¬ 
looked. 

Chewing  gum?  Yes,  the  Wm.  Wrigley 
Jr.  Co.,  had  2,500  hands,  and  control 
over  a  plant  here  in  North  Wembley 
is  mentioned.  F.  W.  Woolworth  and 
Co.,  with  their  88,000  or  so  employees 
are  not  manufacturers,  but  they  do 
sell  things,  and  held  slightly  over  half 
the  ordinary  shares  in  the  company 
here. 

Wilson  and  Ck).,  with  30,000  hands, 
does  a  bit  of  meat  packing  and  toys 
with  the  by-products  of  slaughter 
houses.  They  too  found  time  for  a 
spot  in  this  country,  at  Birkenhead. 
The  Kellogg  Co.,  are  known  on  many 
breakfast  tables.  Their  home  is  at 
Battle  Creek,  Mich.,  and  over  here 
they  chose  bright  and  gay  Manchester. 

Sit  back  there!  Time  to  stop  this 
thinking  business,  but  keep  the  train 
of  thought  clearly  in  mind  until  next 
week.

VOLUNTARY  LIQUIDATION 
Chalfont  Coaohworks,  Ltd.,  Chaifont  St.  Peter, 
Bucks,  coachhuilder,  etc. 

The  statutory  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  re¬ 
cently  in  London,  when  it  was  reported  that  Mr. 
H.  J.  Williams,  who  had  been  appointed  Receiver 
and  Manager  by  the  bank  as  debenture  holders, 
had  issued  a  circular  letter  dated  Oct.  15  last,  to 
all  creditors,  setting  out  particulars  of  the  liabili¬ 
ties  and  assets,  which  showed  total  liabilities 
amounting  to  £21,431.  Of  that  amount,  £409  was 
preferential;  £7,945  due  to  the  bank;  and  £13,077 
due  to  unsecured  creditors. 

The  assets  as  estimated  by  the  directors  made  a 
total  of  £20.742,  thus  showing  a  deficiency  in  the 
region  of  £700. 

The  CO.  was  reg.  in  1946  under  the  title  of  St 
Peters  Motor  and  Engineering,  Ltd.,  with  an  auth¬ 
orised  cap.  of  £4,000  of  which  i^,250  had  been  issued, 
and  took  over  an  existing  partnership  business  and 
garage  premises.  The  name  of  the  co.  was  changed 
in  Jan.  of  this  year.  At  the  end  of  1950  the  co. 
got  into  difileulties  due  to  the  alleged  inability  of 
a  distributor  to  fulfil  a  contract.  At  that  time  the 
CO.  had  considerable  assets  and,  after  a  few  months, 
overcame  its  difficulties  by  selling  the  garage  side 
of  the  business  for  £7,000. 

It  was  stated  that  the  co.  was  then  solvent, 
orders  coming  in  for  caravans  (mainly  of  aluminium 
construction)  and  up  to  March  or  April  last  the 
trading  was  successful,  but  the  aluminium  situa¬ 
tion  then  became  awkward  as  no  further  supplies 
were  available.  Plans  were  taken  to  re-design  the 
caravans  using  a  timber  frame  and  hardboard  exte¬ 
rior,  and  gradually  production  got  under  way.  Later, 
the  hank  were  approached  for  a  further  loan,  but 
instead  they  asked  for  the  outstanding  account  to 
he  reduced  hy  the  end  of  September  and  finally 
appointed  a  Receiver  and  Manager. 

After  discussing  the  position  a  resolution  was 
passed  confirming  the  voluntary  liquidation  of  the 
CO.  with  A.  W.  Hunter,  accountant,  of  Latham  &
